In these opening days of OBT presiden- 
tial campaign wo henr a great deal 
shout '•repudiation." The word in lined 
us glibly as if it were as harmless as 
any of tho epithet* employed for cam- 
paign purposes. One would think, from 
the fmpient use of the term by those 
who advocate the single gold hi and 
nrd, that the people who are favoring 
the full remnnetizatinn of silver by re- 
storing it to the free coinage rights 
■which it ulwuys had until they wore 
surreptitiously destroyed in 1878 were 
winking to bring about repudiation. 
The United States has not a dollar of 
imper money that is not redeemable in 
nilvor, nor has it ever hail a dollar of 
honded debt not lawfully payable, by 
lis express terms, in coin of the weight 
nud fineness of 1K70, when our "unit of 
money" was the silver dollar and sil- 
ver, not gold, wus the legal standard of 
measure. When we consider the vast- 
ness of our debt and the fact that it 
must be paid out of the profit of earn- 
ings on production, those who talk so 
freely of repudiation are playing with 
flro in a plat e crowded with combusti- 
ble*. 

There is I real repudiation, a funda- 
mental repudiation, the repudiation of 
tho divine law that "the laborer is 
worthy of his hire," which the people 
are now fighting against by trying to 
give to the exchange of products the 
help of silver, which will allow some 
profit out of which debt can bo paid. 
There is no other way to pity it. It must 
be paid that wavomot at all. Tho peo- 
ple who :h-. Ir.wiiy to continue the gold 

of products to or Ik'Iow cost line, and 
which, if kept up. must inevitably de- 
stroy our ability to pay our debts, are 
working for n pudiatiou — for funda- 
mental repudiation, for undermining 
the foundation of sound and solvent 
conditions. If that is done, then the 
superstructure of debt MM on the earn- 
ings of the people must crumblo and 
fall. 

If we were like England, a country 
having insufficient natural wealth to 
Hiistaiu our people; if wo were just a 
bank and u workshop, having to go oil 
over tho world for food to supply our 
population, for material which their 
skill could fashion for man's uses and 
which our ships could then distribute 
and peddle out; if we owed no debts, but 
were the creditor nation of the world — 
then, as n cold blooded, business propo- 
sition, irrespective of fairness or moral

of other people, and in a cold blooded, 
business win we might push that ad- 
vuutage to the limit which still per- 
mitted our debtors to cam enough over 
living expenses to meet interest and 
principal oil credits we had granted 
them.

;>yi*g the goose that laid our goldcu 
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over 70,000,000 of people, with our 
whole land interlaced by livers, checked 
over by crossing railway lilies, sur- 
rounded by seas. Our natural wealth is 
only scratched on the outcrop. If we 
cau have fair prices for our domestic 

ouT carry our debts and win out. If our 
iucrease of production and exchange is 
done at const an 1 1 y lowering prices, which 
leave uo margiu of profit, wo must in- 
evitably fail. Twenty-three years of 
gold has brought us to rock bottom con- 
ditions. Under silver we made money. 
With its help we shall make money 
agaiu. Our pcdplu cannot afford to fail. 
They are, therefore, determined on a 
change uf financial policy, on a policy 
suited to our needs as a surplus and sell- 
ing country, which will make solvency 
possible. This calls for the help of sil- 
ver, with full rights of free coinage at 
our nilnu at iu existing ratio of ie to 
1. There is nothing dishonest in that 
wbeu the rust of the world uses it at 
151, to 1. That Wall street still talks 
•bout "68 oeut dollars" only proves 
that Wall street bos not yet got oat of 
the elementary class. Bitter experience, 
. a hard school, has given the producers 
a more advanced education.— New York 
Daily Kinauoiul News.

A rider can hardly 
expect his cyclometer to measure He 
distance between two points accurately 
if he wabbles from one side of the road 
to the other. In this way a ls giniin's 
cyclometer might record a mile while 
he has been pursuing his sinuous course 
for only half that distance. 

Cyclometers are made for w heois of n 
given diameter, and if a I'd inch cyclom- 
eter lie fitted to a 2H inch wheel the 
figures will not lie invuruto enough to 
be valuable. For the same reason if tie- 
front tire he soft an uppn ciable error 
in the measurement will occur, because
